It is a 
universal solvent and ab solvent. 
It’s 
touch always transforms. 
A 
novel 
w w-out a love story is in no demand. 
Some of our school teacuers help 
on this modem craving for the senti­ 
mental, the romantic and the ex citing 
b y taking parts b f days and reading 
“stories” to the children. W hen they 
ought to b e teaching facts they arc 
found 
dallying 
in 
fiction. 
Im­ 
pressions made 
upon young minds 
last, 
’m e tree does show how the 
twig was inclined. 
W hat in childhood I desire, toward 
that In youth I aspire, and in age I ac­ 
quire. 
Ijet the facts and feelings and rela- 


tionships, duties, situations and ob li­ 
gations of this tame, matter-of-fact 
life of ours all b e given “high color” 
b y passing them through the medium 
of fiction “that s made to sell,” 
ancl 
what i.s the result? 
When the tinii^ 
comes 
for 
adjusting ourselves 
to 
things “as they are,” then come trou­ 
b le, discord, disappointment, despair, 
' ihings are not what they seem” iti 
the novel. 
You can unb raid a single 
ray of pure, white sunligut and get 
all the colors of the rain-b ow'. 
Out of love all else that’s true and 
good and b eautiful may come, out the

20.—A dispatch 
from Port Arthur today says the first 
land encounter 
occurred yesterday. 
A picket of Cossacks attacked a small 
detachment of 
Japanese 
troops on 
Korean territory. 
The Cossacks cap­ 
tured some Japanese prisoners, from 
whom they took maps and papers. 
The collision was presumab ly b e­ 
tween reconnoitering parties. 
A gen­ 
eral engagement is not anticipated 
immediately. 
A special Port Arthur 
dispatch says the .Tapanese fleet was 
ob served 
Feb ruary 
18 cruising off 
that port. 
Reports from Northern Korea say 
the Koreans are showing a decidedly 
friendly attitude 
to 
the Russians. 
The Manchurian railroad is conveying 
troops without difficulty to the various 
points of concentration. 
Native reports say that the Chine.sc 
pirates, since the outb reak rif hostili­ 
ties. have b een displaying sucli activ­ 
ity in Eastern Asiatic waters as al 
most to paralyze ib e coart ing trade. 


Paris. Feb . 20.—The French gr)vern- 
inent is ab out to put Indo-China into 
a condition of defense. 
The govern- 
nieiit has b een r ■pt-atedly warned of 
the presence of Japanese .spies po.s- 
ing as ex hib itors at the Hanoi ex posi­ 
tion.

The relatives and beneficiaries of 
Mr. Hillebrand have been in ChilH- 
eothe several times lately conferri.ig 
with the members of the local coun­ 
cils concerning the pay ment of th » 
policies.

Hillebrand’s relatives claim that his 
death w'as caused by the deceased ac­ 
cidentally .striking his head on a <a- 
light fixture in the hotel.
